Surveys Indicate Hundreds of 
Millions Must Be Added to 
Billion Annual Outlay.

Paralysis of motor. traffic in | 
many sections of the United States | 
is threatened within the next few | 
years unless there is a speedy and 
complete revision of the 
highway construction program. Sur- | 
veys undertaken in various locali- | 


ties recently by the Federal bureau | 


of public roads and by private o 
ganizations indicate clearly st! 
Within the next four or five years} 
hundreds of millions of dollars | 
must be added annually to the $1.,- 
000,000,000 a year now being epent 
to construct and maintain high- 
ways. 

Leaders in the automotive in-| 
dustries and Federal officials are | 
well aware of the danger 
breakdown which lies apparently 
close ahead. Roads being built to- 
day are utterly inadequate to care 
for the increased demands made on 
them by the passenger cars, trucks 
and motor buses at the present 
time. All the hard-surface roads 
completed in 1925 were barely suf- 
ficient to provide standing room for 
the new cars turned out by the fac- 
tories. 

The much touted highway system 
of the United States, in the light of 
these surveys, is largely a myth. 
Instead of 270,000 miles of good 
road, as generally believed, there 
are in the United States today less 
thas 65,000 miles of hard-surfaced 
roads of all kinds and descriptions. 
More than 125,000 miles of the 
270,000 are nothing more or less 
than plain dirt roads, only partially 
graded and drained. They consti- 
tute, in poor weather conditions, an 
execrable pathway for travel. 

145,000 Miles Surfaced. 


One hundred and forty-five thou- 
sand miles of roadway in the United 
States are listed by the bureau of 
public roads as surfaced roads. Of 
these, 12,670 miles are simply sand 
clay fashioned to roadway form.

TRAIL ROBBER OF GIRLS 


Ordered to Shoot Thief Who 
Leaps Upon Victims. in

POLICE AWAIT "SHOOTING 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Chicago, Sept: 12.—Six resolute 
policewomen, who do not. shrink 
at the sight of blood or the smell of 
gunpowder, were sent into the Sum- 
merdale district, with magazine 
pistols in open handbags, with ex- 


plicit instructions to decoy and kill 
a man who has robbed a number of 
women and little girls. In addi- 
tion, a squad of detectives were as- 
signed to the district, but their 
duty was to hang around the 
fringes, to be on hand when and if 
any shooting began. 

Four women were seized, and 
robbed Friday and three more 
cases were reported last night. The 
man is described as about 20 to 25 
years of age, tall and wearing a 
mask over the lower part of his 
face. In each ‘case he brandished 
a revolver in the face of his victims 
with- one hand, and.clutched their 
throats with the other, to prevent 
them crying out for help. In three 
of the attacks he had succeeded in 
dragging his victims into the heavy, 
underbrush, but they were saved’ 
by passing pedestrians. In every 
case the women were robbed of all 
their money and jewelry. The rob- 
ber is known in the district as the 
“‘cat’’ because of his custom of 
springing upon his victim from 
clumps of shrubbery and over: 
powering them before they can set 
up an alarm. 

The policewomen sent out to- 
night, are under orders to shoot 
first and ask questions afterward.

Assailant Is 


Tool of Huge Plot to 
Crush Fascism. 


Rome, Sept. 12 (By’A. P.).—TI 
today by ador- 
ing crowds on the spot where 24 
hours before he had escaped death | 
at the hands of a would-be assassin. 

The calm courage of Premier 
Mussolini when his life was threat- 
ened by a bomb hurled by an an- 
archist roused popular admiration 
to a high pitch, and thousands of 
persons stood for hours in the suf- 
focating heat, unprotected from a 
burning sun, before the Chigi pal- 
ace to catch a glimpse of the fascist 
idol as he entered and left his of- 
fices. 

Sitting alone in his automobile, 
the premier insisted that he be 
driven past the spot where vester- 
day morning Ermete Giovannini 
hurled the bomb at him. As the car 
passed by the scene of the at- 
tempted assassination the crowds 
gathered at the spot cheered wildly. 

Mussolini, evidently pleased with 
the manifestations of affection, re- 
turned the greeting with the Roman 
salute, stretching out his right arm 
in his characteristic manner. 

The palace was flooded today 
with messages of congratulations 
and flowers, sent by sovereign heads 
of states and by humblest of indi- 


Cabinet members who were out- 
side of Rome at the time of the at- 
tempt on the ptemier’s life hurried 
back today, using automobiles and 
airplanes to return to the side of 
their leader. 


Would Use War Trick. 


One of them said to’ Mussolini: 

‘“‘Thank God, the would-be assas- 
sin’s aim was no better, or the bomb 
actually wou\i have entered the 
car 

“In that case,’’ Il Duce replied, 
dramatically, ‘‘I would have picked 
it up and thrown it back at my as- 
sailant, as was done during the 
war.”’ 

Giovannini, the Roman ai as- 
serts, is shielding his accomplices in 
a wider plot to remove the premier 
and end the fascist regime. 

The youthful would-be assassin 
still insisted to the police today that 
he was ‘‘an individualist anarchist,’’ 
and that he acted solely on his own 
initiative. Giovannini told the police 
he crossed the frontier near Venti- 
mille on September 9, purchased 
the two bombs and a revolver after 
enfering the country, and then came 
at once to Rome, arriving by train 
only two hours before he tried to 
kill the premier. 


Flaws Seen in Story. 


The newspapers assert, however, 
that the frontiers are watched so 
closely it is almost impossible for 
any one to-enter without a pass- 
port; that it was improbable that 
Giovannini could find within two 
days an armorer ready to sell the 
bombs and revolver and that he 
could not have learned in two days 
in Rome the route followed by the 
premier on his way to his office and 
the time he would pass the scene of 
the attempt, as well as being able 
to recognize so readily the pre- 
mfer’s car. 

A young girl who passed the spot 
a few minutes before asserted that 
she saw the young man arrive ina 
yellow automobile with four other 
men. The fascisti who helped arrest 
Giovannini stated he was speaking 
with two other individuals before 
Mussolini’s approach. 

I] Messagero declared today that 
the police are on the trail of a vast 
plot hatched abroad, adding the be- 
lief that Ermete Giovannini is not 
the prisoner’s name and that he ar- 
rived in Rome a week ago.

| Preis NATIONAL, VIEW 


Punctual in His Work Here: 
On Vacation Only Three 
Days in 13 Years. 


| Col. Lee Crandall, the oldest em- 
' plove in the Federal service, former 


newspaper man and soldier, died 
| vesterday at his home, 1832 Calvert 
street northwest. His career has 
been long and eventful during the 
94 years of his life. For many 
years he has been deputy collector 
of internal revenue here. 
ed at his office until two days be- 
fore his death. 

Col. Crandall served throughout 
the civil war, and, unlike many Con- 
federate veterans, his title was not 
an honorary one, but was won 
through his gallantry with Stone- 
wall Jackson’s army. He was cap- 
tured by the ‘‘Yankees’’ twice. 
Once, wounded through the wrist, 
he led his captors into his own lines 
and they were captured, a whole 
company. The second time he was 
placed in prison at Camp Charles, 
Ohio, where he remained until the 
end of the war. 

Newspaper Man in New York. 

When first talk of secession: be- 
gan, Lee Crandall was a newspaper 
man from New York, writing a se- 
ries of articles on the South and :ts 
problems. He voted against seces- 
sion, but when Louisiana seceded, 
he threw his lot with his adopted 
State and organized the -‘‘Rapides 
Invincibles,”’ of which he was made 
captain. With his company he serv- 
ed atthe first battle of Bull Run. He 
was officer of the day the next day 
and was in charge of the burial of 
the dead. 

After his release \from prison the 
colonel went to New Orleans, La., 
from Which place he emigrated to 
Valhermoso Springs, Ala., where he 
met and.married Miss Harriet M. 
Giers. The colonel went to New 
York in 1873 and obtained a posi- 
tion on the New York Daily 
Graphic, the first illustrated news- 
paper. He was in charge of the 
Graphic bureau at the centennial 
celebration at Philadelphia in 1876. 

In 1879 he founded the National 
View here, which he was editor of 
until 1894 when he went to Ala- 
bama, where he was active in poli- 
tics and ran for Congress against 
Joseph Wheeler, who defeated him. 
Later he returned to Washington 
and accepted a position in the in- 
ternal revenue service, where he 
was always the first man.to reach 
his desk in the morning and from 
which he has taken but three days 
vacation in 13 years. 


Knew Many Prominent Men. :; 


He has probably had ea personal 
acquaintance with more. distin- 
guished people of this country and 
foreign countries in his: long and 
active life than any man living. He 
was an able exponent of William 
Jennings ‘Bryan, of whom he was an 
intimate, and battled with the 
great Commoner for free silver. 

Col. Crandall is survived by the 
widow, three som, Lee Crandall, 
jr.,.and Jean J. Crandall, of Wash- 
ington, and Theodore Crandall, of 
Seattle, Wash., and a daughter, 
Mrs. Frances Hinsdale, of Seattle, 
and seven grandchildren. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the residence Tuesday. They will

BUCKNER 1s EXPECTED 
TO REEAR INE GERMAN 


Propriety of Paying $441,000 
“Commission” to King 
ls in Dispute. 


New York, Sept. 12 (By A. P.). 
The government and the defense 
prepared today for the battle of 
attorneys expected tomorrow with 
the resumption of the Daugherty- 
Miller trial. 

When Richard Merton, the Ger- 
man metal capitalist who has been 
called the government’s star wit- 
néss, resumes the stand in the 
morning, legal authorities predict- 
ed today, the defense counsel will 
make a decided attempt to take 
him away from the prosecution, 

Merton has testified that he 
paid a $441,000 “commission” to 


the late John T. King to obtain. 


the return of $7,000,000 in im- 
pounded alien assets. United 
States Attorney Buckner has 
charged that this sum was a bribe 
and was split with the defend- 
ants, Harry M. Daugherty and Col. 
Thomas W. Miller, who were At- 
torney General and alien property 
custodian, respectivley, at the time 
the assets were restored to Mer- 
ton on their authority. The two 
former officials are charged with 
fraudulent conspiracy. 


Claim Legal, Merton Said. 


Both the government and the de- 
fense attorneys are playing a skill- 
ful strategy in their legal fight to 
make Merton's testimony count for 
themselves, it was said. Buckner 
has induced Merton to testify the 
money was paid to King at a cham- 
pagne dinner in the Ritz in return 
for sérvices rendered in obtaining 
the return of the assets. 

William 8. Rand, counsel for 
Miller, in cross-examining Merton, 
dréw from him the assertion that 
he believed his claim to the im- 
pounded assets was entirely legal 
and proper and that the sum paid 
King was in the nature of a ‘‘com- 
mission’’ to save possible fees and 
to prevent the matter from reach- 
ing the courts for a protracted de- 
lay. Buckner, who has not ques- 
tioned his withess as to the pro- 
piety of the claims, is expected to 
examine Merton tomorrow on this 
and allied points. 

Max Steuer, counsel for Daugh- 
erty, who has not yet cross-ex- 
amined the German meta! capital- 
ist, is expected to question the wit- 
ness tomorrow in an effort to show 
that his relations with Daugherty 
and Miller were innocent.

railway mail clerk who kills any one 
attempting to rob a railway post- 
office, and also promised a reward 
for any railway mail clerk who cap- 
tured any one attempting to hold 
up @ railway postoffice car.

a reward of a couple of months’ 
salary on the side will help. 

There were fourteen major rob- 
beries in the year which ended June 
$0 last. These resulted in the loss 
of $1,408,540, and Chief Simmons 
and his force of inspectors already 
have succeeded in recovering $760,- 
634 of the money. In the last :two 
years there have been 656 convic- 
tions of mail robbers in major cases. 
The robbers received an average 
sentence of 16 3-5 years each. One 
was sent to the penitentiary for 50 
years, 30 for 25 years, 7 for 15 
years, 3 for 12 years and 2 for 10 
years. 


Much Loot Recovered. 


Among holdups which the depart- 
ment’s inspectors have been called 
to run down was the Leonard street 
mail truck robbery in New York 
city in October, 1921, when Gerald 
Chapman and “Dutch’”’ Anderson 
stole $1,600,000, all of which was 
‘yecovered. Another was the Rond- 
‘out, Ill., holdup in 1924, when $2,- 
000,000 was stolen. Of this, $1,657,- 
000 was recovered, and three of the 
-pbandits sentenced to 25 years, three 
to 12 years, one to 3 years, and an- 
other to 1 yéar. . 

In the Rawlins, Wyo., holdup of 
August 14 last, eight persons were 
arrested, and of the $227,000 stol- 
en all but $500 was recovered, while

Congressional primaries will be 
held in eight States tomorrow with 
the Maryland senatorial contest 
holding the center of national inter- 
est. These primaries will mark the 
end of the open season for nomina- 
tions and both major parties then 
will launch their preelection con- 
tests for the control of the Seven- 
tieth Congress. 

Other primaries will be held in 
Vermont, Washington, Colorado, 
Louisiana, Michigan, Maine and 
Massachusetts. 

The Republican senatorial con- 
test in Maryland between Senator 
O. E. Weller and Representative 
John Philip Hill, holds the chief 
interest because of the struggle and 
doubt of the outcome. 

Calculations of the strength of 
both candidates give neither the ad- 
vantage, and only the count of the 
votes Tuesday night will tell the 
story of victory. 

Whoever wins the Republican 
November election by Representa- 
tive Millard E. Tydings, the Demo- 
cratic nominee. My Tydings is.a 
young but active member of the 
House: and has the undivided sup- 
port of his party behind him. 


Draws Liberal Support. 


Mr. Hill, as the recognized leader 
of the wet cause in the House, draws 
‘his chief support from the liberal 
Republicans in Maryland, as well as 
from those opposed to prohibition. 

Senator Weller has the support 
of a powerful city organization in 
Baltimore, as well as that of the 
more conservative Republicans 
throughout the State. 

Gov. Ritchie, opposed by William 
M. Maloy in the Democratic guber- 
natorial race, will be renominated. 

The senatorial candidates on 
both Republican and Democratic 
tickets in Vermont are unopposed 
for nomination. A triangular guber- 
natorial contest is the feature of 
greatest interest in the President’s 
natiye State. Candidates for the Re- 
publican nomination are Judge John 
E. Weeks, Max .L. Powell, lawyer 
and hotel owner, and Walter K. 
Farnsworth, lawyer. Vermont pre- 
cedent prevented Gov. Franklin S. 
Billings from seeking renomination. 
Representative Elbert 8S. Brigham, 
of St. Albans, is the only Congres- 
sional candidate facing opposition. 

Senator Wesley L. Jones is op- 
posed by six candidates in the 
Washington primary. Senator Jones 
is a dry and he is opposed by Frank 
E. Hammond, a wet, and Austen E. 
Griffiths, a dry, for the Republican 
nomination, and by A. Scott Bullitt, 
Democratic candidate, whose cam- 
paign is based on an antiworld 
court position. 

Representative John W. 
of Seattle, is opposed by James Mc- 
Cabe, Seattle attorney, whose plat- 
form is modification of the Volstead 
act. Representative Albert Johnson 
is the only other member of the 
lower house opposed in the primary. 
O. N. Nelson, of Montesano, Wash., 
who ran against him two years ago, 
is one of his opponents.

Paul Smiths, N. Y., Sept. 12 (By 
A. P.).—President Coolidge entered 
on the last week of his summer 


vacation in the northern Adiron- 
dacks today and attended services 
for the last time at the First 
Presbyterian church of Saranac 
Lake. 

With Mrs. Coolidge and their 
son John he was given a cordial 
greeting by residents of Saranac 
Lake and tourists as he entered 
the church and a final round of 
applause as he left after the 
service. 

The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. George K. Newell, the pastor, 
and as ‘the presidential party left 
the services the church gave Mrs. 
Coolidge a large bouquet of flowers. 

Present indications are that Mr. 
and Mrs. Coolidge will return to 
Washington Saturday. Although 
no plans for the return trip by 
special train have been announced, 
it is understood that consideration 
has been given to making the trip 
by day instead of night. This will 
take the President across New 
York State in daylight hours and 
bring him to Washington late Sat- 
urday night. 


Would Help Wadsworth. 


There have been indications that 
a daylight trip would please Re- 
publican leaders of New York 
State who believe that if the Presi- 
dent appeared to crowds at the 
cities and towns along the way it 
would help the campaign of Sena- 
tor Wadsworth, Republican, for re- 
election. 

The President at the same time 
has refrained carefully from inter- 
vening in State politics. He also, 
publicly at least, has kept his hands 
off the senatorial and congressional 
contests, while he has given no sign 
of entering the campaign proper 
in the country after the primaries 
are concluded. 

Few engagements are on the 
President’s program for this week 
and he will, accordingly, have op- 
portunity to enjoy several days of 
quiet and complete rest before he 
returns to Washington for another 
strenuous winter. At White Pine 
camp, with Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge 
are only their son, John, and Mrs. 
Elmyra Goodhue, of Northampton, 
Mass., mother of Mrs. Coolidge. The 
latter two will go to Northampton 
before Saturday, John to return to 
Amherst college for his junior year. 


Furniture to Be Packed. 


Preparations for the departure 
of the President are already in 
progress and in a day or two desks, 
chairs and office supplies at the 
summer executive offices will be 
packed for shipment by army motor 
truck to Washington. Another 
truckload of linen, dishes and other 
household equipment will be sent 
later from the camp to the White 
House. All mail is expected to be 
sent from here to the White House 
after Thursday, so that the last day 
or two of the President’s stay will 
be devoid of official business. 

The marine detachment that has 
guarded the summer White House 
will remain on duty until after the 
President leaves. It then will break 
camp in a day or two, and its mem- 
bers will be sent to their various 
home stations, such as the Brook- 
lyn navy yard, Quantico, Va., and 
the presidential yacht Mayflower.

Prehistoric Paintings

Mexico City, Sept. 12 (By A. P.).

RUBBER PROFITS. 


The London Times’ report of the annual 
meeting of the Pelepah Valley (Johore) Rub- 
ber Estates, Ltd., held at Liverpool on August 
31, may be of interest to American consumers 
of rubber. 

The chairman, Sir Byron Peters, K. B. E., in 
moving the adoption of the annual report and 
accounts, is reported by the Times to have 
said that-— 


The accounts for the year showed that the 
profits amounted to the “record’’ sum of 
£51,600. There was available for divi- 
dend £60,578. They had already paid two 
interim dividends totaling 25 per cent, and 
he would tater propose a final dividend of 
15 per cent, less tax, making a total distri- 
bution for the year of 40 per cent. The 
rubber crop harvested was 520,835 
pounds, at an all-in cost of 7.89d. The 
average selling price showed a very ma- 

* terial appreciation and worked out'at just 
over 2s 7d per pound. 


In American money these figures indicate 
that the Pelepah Valley company produced 
rubber at a cost of 1534 cents per pound and 
sold it for 64 cents per pound, making a net 
profit of 4844 cents per pound. 

But. this profit does not satisfy the Pelepah 
Valley company. The managing director, H. 
W. Hewitt, is quoted by the Times as saying 
that the “pivotal price’ fixed by the restriction © 
ordinance is too low. Instead of being 43 
cents, it should be fixed at 50 cents, according 
to Mr. Hewett, ‘“‘in the interest of taxation.” 
The Times quotes him further: 

Generally speaking, we have every rea- 
son to be satisfied with our properties, 
provided the market for the commodity is 


not left to the tender mercies of the Ameri- 
can consumers. 


Is America, gentlemen, because they 
happen to be the largest consumers, to 
dictate what they consider should be done 
in the British Empire? After all, it is 
going to take a long time to grow rubber 
in the Philippines. (Laughter.) 

Too much attention has been given to 
the vaporings of Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Firestone, who have loudly complained at 
having to pay a fair price for their re- 
quirements. They certainly have no rea- 
son to complain, since many American 
manufacturers, including the Firestone 
company itself, have eénormously in- 
creased their profits last year, notwith- 
standing the fact that they paid more for 
their rubber. 


The United States is now buying rubber from 
British Malaya at the rate of about $30,000,- 
000 per month. .Americans are paying the 
producers a profit of 300 per cent. No wonder 
the managing director of a rubber company, 
tells his stockholders that “generally speaking, 
we have every reason to be satisfied with our 
properties.’’ 


PHONE TALKS BROADCAST. 


The British postmaster general is in trouble. 
It is allon acccount of the radio. In England, 
besides being responsible for the proper dis- 
tribution of the mails, the head of the postal 
department ;has jurisdiction over telegraphs, 
telephones and the radio. Since broadcasting 
became the basis of the popular indoor sport 
known as “‘listening in’’ and the use of ‘‘wired 
wireless’’ has become general, users of tele- 
phones have set up loud complaints over their 
inability to maintain privacy in their commu- 
nications. 

For some reason as yet unexplained it has 
been discovered that on many occasions tele- 
phone conversations have been broadcast over 
the radio. It appears, too, that religious serv- 
ices have been disrupted and the widespread 
radio audiences shocked and astounded upon 
hearing conversations utterly unfit for the 
ears of the devout. On a Sunday evening some 
weeks ago, just as the conductor of the sery- 
ice was pronouncing the benediction, the con- 
gregation was regaled with all the details -of 
a very lively quarrel between a man and his 
wife. From the character of the language 
used, the man evidently was ‘‘no gentleman.” 
Naturally complaint was made to the postmas- 
ter general, but that harassed official is ut- 
terly unable to account forthe phenomenon. 

Nor is it only the ‘‘listeners-in” at religious 
services who are annoyed. A case is recorded 
wherein a newspaper reporter, interviewing a 
prominent British statesman, thought he. had 


an exclusive story all to himself. He was 


talking over a ‘‘single-party wire,” so that he 


had every reason to believe that he had a 
“beat” on the others. But somehow that 
conversation got “on the air,”’ and everybody 
had it. : 

Thus far similar experiences on this side of 
the Atlantic are not of record, although tele- 
phone wires are used to facilitate radio 
broadcasting.

THE “RECAPTURE CLAUSE.” 


| A formidable movement has been started 
to repeal that portion of the transportation 
act of 1920 called the “recapture clause,” 
providing that whenever any carrier receives 
for any year a net operating income in excess 
of 6 per cent of the value of the railway prop- 
erty, one-half of such excess ‘‘shall be, placed 
in a reserve fund established and maintained 
by such carrier, and the remaining one-half 
shall be recoverable by and paid to the .com- 
mission’’ for the aid of weaker roads; that is, 
those not earning a net operating income of 
6 per cent. The plan is based on the theory 
that the weaker roads are necessary for the 
public service. 

This retapture clause ap to September 1° 
has brought about $6,618,000 into the Treas- 
ury. The money is invested in government- 
securities for the benefit of the Interstate Com- 
merce’ Commission. None of this sum has yet 
heen used for the purpose Specified in the act,

FRANCE REDUCES HER ARMY. 


If it shall turn out that the decision of the 
French ministerial council to reduce the num- 


ber of officers and enlisted men under the 
colors, shorten the temms of conscription and 
otherwise decrease the cost of its military 
establishment, is someth?!ng more than a mere 
gesture, a decisive step has been taken in the 
direction of the rehabilitation of the finances 
of France and restoration of confidence in its 
sincerity of purpose. 

This council, possessing plenary powers, has 
submitted to President Doumergue a decree 
reducing the number of army officers by 2,700, 
cutting from’ 35,000 to 28,000 the number of 
skeleton regiments, to correspond to the 1904 
status, and providing for an ultimate reduction 
in the cavalry arm of 10,000. By 1927 terms 
of conscription are to be shortened from 
eighteen to twelve months, a policy that is ex- 
pected to lessen considerably the number of 
men under the colors. The cables also an- 
nounce various reforms looking to economic 
savings in other departments of the govern- 
ment which likewise have been put into force. 

Definite conclusions as to the effect of these 
moves can not be reached until exact informa- 
tion is available, but the mere fact that initial 
steps have been taken to disband a portion of 
the French army will be hailed with satisfac- 
tion in the United States and elsewhere. Dur- 
ing debate on the French debt settlement in 
the House there was much criticism of the 
French policy of maintaining a very large 
peace-time military establishment. Senators 
most strongly opposed to the pending debt set- 
tlement have based their arguments largely 
upon the continued expenditure by France of 
huge sums for the maintenance of its army. 
If yesterday’s announcement from Paris means 
a substantial reduction in peace-time military 
forces much of this criticism. will be removed, 
and early ratification by the Senate of the 
French debt agreement becomes more prob- 
able. 


THE REORGANIZATION PLAN. 


It is reported that the President has aban- 
doned hope for the passage through the next 
Congress of any plan for the reorganization 
of the executive departments. 

In February, 1923, President Harding sub- 
mitted to Congress an outline of a reorgani- 
zation plan. In May, 1923, an amended reso- 
lution was adopted by Congress creating a 
joint commission ‘on reorganization; and in 
June, 1924, the commission made an elaborate 
report, giving in detail a plan of reorganiza- 
tion calculated to save the government a large 
sum of money.

‘ber 10, 1925, Senator Smoot introduced a bill 
providing for the creation of a reorganization 
‘board, consisting of members of the Senate 
and House and a person to be appointed by 
the President, authorized to investigate and 
submit a plan-to the President. Nothing was 
done with the bill. 

Representative Wood's recent disclosures 
concerning the many independent executive 
establishments revealed that many depart- 
ments have, bureaus that overlap each other 
and perform duplicate functions. Obviously 
any plan of reorganization will meet the op- 
position of many heads of commissions and 
bureaus; but ‘a comprehensive plan of govern- 
ment economy can not be put into execution 
without some elimination of duplicates and 
useless commissions and bureaus. 

The tendency in Congress is to create new 
commissions and to increase the size-and num- 
ber of executive’ bureaus. Thus economy is 
made a jest. Millions of dollars are squan- 
dered in maintaining superfluous government 
agencies, whose chief aim is to get larger ap- 
propriations. The fault lies with Congress; 
but what is the taxpayer going to do about it?

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Senator Capper announces that he 


intends to press his price-cutting 
bill before the next Congress. The 
purpose is to prevent department 
stores and dealers in large volumes 
of commodities from cutting prices, 
thus presenting unfair competition 
to the smaller dealers. This plan, 
doubtless, is to protect the thou- 
sands of retail dealers all over the 
country against the department and 
chain stores. 

The courts have already sustain- 
ed manufacturers in their efforts to 
prevent the cutting of prices after 
their products have been sold to the 
distributor. It is admitted that it 
is a property right, especially when 
money is spent for advertising and 
trademarks. 

It is said that price cutting de- 
moralizes trade and does not benefit 
the consumers appreciably; that all 
retail dealers who pay taxes and 
help sustain the community in 
which they live are entitled to pro- 
tection against cutthroat competi- 
tion. Ofter competition is not the 
life, but the death of trade. 

The thousands of retail dealers in 
the United States are entitled to 
consideration. If there is any justi- 
fication in a legislative interference 
with prices as determined by supply 
and demand, it lies in the protec- 
tion of retailers against the prac- 
tices of gigantic monopolistic price 
slashers that bear no part of the 
burden of maintaining. the towns 
and cities in which they operate.

EAR JIMMY! As TI write this 
) at 10 p. m. the thermometer 
by my study door, where such 
night breeze as there is drifts in 
sluggishly from the garden and the 
woods beyond, registers precisely 84 
degrees Fahrenheit. Do you won- 
der that I sigh a little and reach 
again for the ice-water as I try to 
concentrate my thoughts on the 
suggestions you ask for concerning 
the carrying of vour hardy flower 
seedlings through the winter?’ 
There’s only one real way to do 
it, Jimmy, and that’s with a cold- 
frame. Awful thought for a hot 
night, but it can’t be helped! 
Most gardeners feven a 
many quite experienced ones) think 
of the coldframe merely as spring- 
time accessory. In that 3x6 
broad enclosure with its slightly 
slanting sash cover they see noth- 
ing but a protected box which, for 
the benefit of certain seeds and 
plantlets which it contains, will trap 
the March sunshine and promote 
growth where otherwise would be 
only death by freezing or drowning. 
Now, this is all right as far as it 
goes, but it doesn’t go far enough. 
The well managed cold frame is 
really almost as valuable in fall and 
winter as it is in the spring. 
Suppose, for example, October 
finds you with a batch of perennial 
flower seedlings that are not big 
enough to be set out permanently in 
the garden where the hardships of 
winter exposure would knock them 
for the proverbial goal. Very well— 
you just put them, seed boxes and 
all, into the shelter of the coldframe, 
where they will not only make sev- 
eral more weeks of growth, but, 
after things really freeze up, will be 


good | 


guarded by protecting mats from. 
that alternate freezing and thawing 
of the soil, whieh plays such havoc 
with fragile rootlets. 

Or suppose you crave an extra: 
late crop of fresh beets or carrots 
or radishes. Very well, sow the 
seeds now in coldframe and you'll 
get a delicious harvest at a time 
when the frost is literally on the 
pumpkin and the corn has been so 
long in the shock that it’s just a 
te bleached wraith of its old 
self 

I could go on for pages telling 
you of ways to make the coldframe 
a gilt-edged autumn investment, but 
my ice water’s given out and my 
brain is slowly addling in the heat. 
Just this one final bit of urgent ad- 
vice, and I’m through: Build, buy 
or borrow at least one right now— 
tomorrow—and prepare to put it to 
work. You’ll not regret it—take my 
word for that!
